It  is  known  that  sev'eral  ot  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  Alien  Barnes 
moved  from  New  Hartford,  Ct..  to  Ohio  and  resided  in  Licking  Co. 
Their  father,  Nathan  Barnes,  who  died  in  1845,  and  whose  estate  was 
not  settled  until  1847,  came  to  live  with  them  during  his  last  yeans.  In 
1836,  we  find  Nathan  Barnes,  an  Elder  in  the  Church  at  Newark,  O.,  a 
church  which  he  joined  in  1835.  Orrin  and  Joseph  were  much  interes¬ 
ted  in  church  work  in  Licking  County.  The  History  of  Licking  Co.  says: 

"Orrin  Barnes  became  superintendent  of  a  Sunday  School  in  1313  at 
Alexandria,  St.  Albans,  Twp.  He  was  called  Deacon  Barnes.  He  was 
the  administrator  of  his  father,  Nathan’s  estate  in  1847.  The  order  to 
this  effect  was  issued  in  New  Hartford,  Ct.” 

The  same  history  says  that  at  St.  Albans,  March  25,  1826,  Joseph  Barnes 
and  Stanford  Castle  were  anxious  to  hire  Elder  Wildeman  to  preach.

The  United  States  Census 

The  records  of  the  United  States  always  furnishes  a  rich  source  of 
material  for  the  facts  of  family  history.  Prior  to  1850  the  census  named 
only  the  head  of  the  family,  the  number  in  each  famT/  with  their 
approximate  ages.  But  beginning  with  the  1850  census,  members  of  the 
family,  wife  and  children  are  called  by  name.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
the  wife’s  maiden  name  is  not  given.  The  following  census  records  were 
copied  in  Washington  trom  the  original  records.  These  records  have 
never  been  published  and  can  be  obtained  only  from  Washington.

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JAMES7  BARNES  (Allen5,  Nathan5,  Nathan4)  was  born  in  New 
Hartford,  Ct.,  Dec.  3,  18 IS  and  when  three  years  of  age  moved  with 
with  his  parents  to  Licking  Co.,  Ohio.  He  remained  there  until  1S39 
when  he  went  to  Delaware,  Ohio.  He  attended  Ohio  Wesleyan  Univer¬ 
sity  in  that  place.  While  there  he  and  his  brother,  Lewis,  organized  a 
debating  Society'  and  both  prove  their  ability  in  that  line.  James  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  and  became  the  law-partner  ot  Hon.  Chas.
